But Fails to 6et Away With 
His Booty. 


SHOOTS CASHIER IN THE JAW 


Bandit Wounds Himself in an Attempt 


to Commit Suicide When Cornered 


by a Posse— Crowd Threatened to 


Lynch Florida Youth Who Accom­ 


panied the Young Kansas Robber. 


Bank Official Not Fatally Wounded. 


Eudora, Ran., Nov. 13.—Driven to 
bay by an armed mob, Earl Bullock, 
the seventeen-year-old bandit of Law­ 
rence, Ran., who twice within the past 
month has robbed the Eudora State 
bank, murdered a policeman and shot 
another man, probably fatally wound­ 
ed himself in an attem pt to commit 
suicide here. 
Bullock’s attempted suicide followed 
his second robbery of the bank here 
and his shooting of Fred Starr, Cash­ 
ier of the Raw Valley State bank of 
Eudora, who was in the bank with 
his day’s clearings. 
Accompanied by William McRay, Af- 
en years of age, of Jacksonville, Fla., 
u Mock held up the bank. 
Although 
Starr offered no resistance, Bullock 
shot him through the jaw. 
Snatching 
more than $800, Bullock fled, followed 
by his companion. 
Each youth had 
two revolvers. 
Harry Wilson, cashier, spread the 
alarm and a crowd of armed citizens 
pursued the boy bandits across the 
fields. 
In attempting to swim the 
Raw river the boys lost ground and 
a few minutes later the mob was at 
their heels. 
McRay surrendered, but 
Bullock, laking the revolvers from his 
fallen partner’s hands, sped on into 
a patch of wood. 


Bandit Shoots Himself. 
John Miller, a farmer in no way con­ 
nected with the pursuit, stepped into 
Bullock’s path and the boy, thinking 
him 
an 
enemy, 
fired. 
His 
shots 
missed Miller, and the posse, seeing 
the youth was ready to shoot, fired a 
score of shots at him. 
Bullock re­ 
turned the fire, but, realizing he was 
about to be captured, shot himself 
through the head. 
Meantime the crowd threatened to

Officers hurried him to 
Lawrence in an automobile and placed 
him in jail. 
Bullock’s previous holdup of the Eu­ 
dora bank and the murder of Police­ 
man Wilson Pringle tok place on 
Oct. ll. 
While in charge of D. 8. Woods, a 
deputy sheriff of Lawrence, who ar­ 
rested the boy on a charge of robbing 
a second-hand store, Bullock drew two 
revolvers and forced Woods and Cash­ 
ier 
Wilson 
Into 
the 
bank 
vault. 
Snatching between $800 and $1,000, he 
fled. 
That night Pringle was shot while 
attempting to arrest Bullock at his 
home In Lawrence. 
Efforts to locate Bullock were use­ 
less. Rewards aggregating $1,500 were 
offered for his arrest. 
All the money taken from the bank 
WM found hi Buttock's pocket* when 
he wa* picked dp in the wood* 
Many threats were made against 
Bullock when it was learned that he 
had robbed the bank a second time. 
When the report came that he had 
shot himself the threats ceased. 
He 
was brought here, where his wound 
was attended. Bullock was uncon­ 
scious. 
Fred Starr, who was injured in the 
bank, was taken to a hospital in Law­ 
rence. 
His wound is said not to be 
serious.

THE TWIN CITIES 


Passenger md Freight Trans­ 
portation tot Far Distant 


W ashington, 
Nov. 
13.—Passenger 
transportation by water between Min­ 
neapolis and St. Paul is mentioned as 
one of the results of Mississippi river 
Improvements, in the annual report of 
the chief engineers of the United 
States army, covering river and har­ 
bor matters. 
Between the Twin Cities, $59,098 has 
been spent in dredging, bank protec­ 
tion and building wing dams, but these 
improvements have not extended na­ 
vigation. 
There is still to be spent 
$59,543 of the sum set apart by' con­ 
gress for locks and dams. 
Lock and 
dam No. 2 were completed in 1907. 
Lock No. I is completed save the back 
filling, lock gates and maneuvering 
machinery. 
The whole project is 75 
per cent finished. 
Until the completion of lock and 
dam No. I, there will be no beneficial 
effect on navigation. 
The report adds 
that the completion of the locks and 
dams will develop a passenger service 
between the Twin Cities and probably 
reduce the freight on flour and grain 
shipped from Minneapolis. 


JOHN G. CARLISLE VERY ILL 


Secretary of Treasury Under Cleve­ 
land in New York Hospital. 
New York, Nov. 13.—John G. Car­ 
lisle, formerly secretary of the treas­ 
ury under President Cleveland, is a 
convalescent at St. Vincent’s hospital, 
’whither he was recently taken as a 
private patient. 
Dr. J. D. Bryan, his physician, de­ 
clines to discuss the case further than 
to say that, though Mr. Carlisle has 
been a very sick man, he looks for his 
Early recovery. 


MINNESOTA W ATER SUPPLY 


Fifty-nine Sources Out of Seventy* 
nine Found to Be Polluted. 
Washington, Nov. 13.—The depart­ 
ment of egriculture recently made an 
examination in Minnesota of seventy- 
nine sources of farm water supply in 
connection with the state board of 
health, and concludes that 35 per cent 
of the supplies are bad. 
In a bulletin 
on the subject, the department says 
that the chances of pollution of a wa­ 
ter supply increase as the surround­ 
ing areas become more and more 
thickly settled. The cities are endeav­ 
oring to solve the problem of securing 
pure water supplies from the stand­ 
point of a congested population. 
It is 
apparent, however, that both farm and 
city are suffering from careless rural 
sanitation. 
Having summed up the situation in 
this way, the department says as to 
the investigation in Minnesota: 
“Seventy-nine water supplies were 
studied. 
Of these twenty were good 
and, usually because of careless or 
ignorant management, fifty-nine were 
polluted. 
Generally 
speaking, how­ 
ever, the proportion of bad supplies Is 
about 35 te r cent of the total. Twen­ 
ty-three 
of 
the 
farms 
examined 
showed a record of typhoid fever. 
“Eleven of the wells examined could 
not be made safe from pollution even 
with extreme care, owing to their loca­ 
tion. 
The other wells could be made 
safe. The rivers, surface reservoirs, 
and cisterns are polluted, and it is 
doubtful if satisfactory water for farm 
use 
can 
be 
obtained 
from 
such 
sources.”

Port de Paix Is in Ruins and Nineteen 


Dead Already Have Been Found in

Wave 


Sweeping Over the Land. 


Port Au Prince, Haiti, Nov. 13.— 
While this whole island has been rock­ 
ing with earthquake tremors for near­ 
ly a week, it has been swept by a vio­ 
lent cyclone and deluged by disas­ 
trous flodds. 
Port de Paix is in ruins. 
Nineteen 
dead already have been found in the 
wreckage. 
Gonaives is razed. 
The work of t.*e 
wind and rain was completed when a 
great tremor upheaved the bed of the 
sea and sent a billow of destruction 
running across the land as high as a 
man’s head. 
Many lie dead at Cape Haitien, 
drowned by this sea flood, which 
curled up the custom house there like 
a leaf and left it a scattered ruin. 
Death, wreck and ruin are every­ 
where and the loss of property is in­ 
calculable. 
The sun has not been seen here in 
four days. 
Meanwhile rain has fallen 
steadily, accompanied by sharp flashes 
of lightning and heavy thunder, which 
made the earth quiver. 
All communication with the interior 
of the island has been destroyed. 


FROM STORMS AND FLOODS 


Enormous Damage to Property on Is­ 
land of Jamaica. 
Ringston, Jamaica, Nov. 13.—From 
fragmentary 
reports 
arriving 
here 
from the countryside, the damage re­ 
sulting from the storms and floods 
which have raged throughout the is­ 
land since last Friday night is enor­ 
mous. 
The greater portion of the rail­ 
way and the coast line on the north 
side have been seriously damaged. 
Landslides are numerous and com­ 
munication has been cut off. 
Many 
bridges have been carried away. 
Property in and around Ringston 
has suffered to the extent of $500,000. 
The intake and the main culverts of 
the city’s water supply system have 
been destroyed. 
The recorded rainfall from Nov. 6. 
to Nov. IO was forty-eight inches. 
There are no signs of the weather 
breaking. 
Communication 
was 
established 
with the north coast by steamer. All 
telegraph wires are down. 
The banana plantations in the north 
and northeastern portions have been 
badly hit. 
Thousands of acres have 
been leveled. 
The United Fruit company’s steamer 
Bradford, which went ashore at Port 
Antonio, is a total wreck. 


MILITIA MAINTAIN

ORDER AT CAIRO 


Mob Spirit in the Illinois City 
Is Quelled. 


Cairo, 111., Nov. 13.—With Arthur 
Alexander, the last of the persons an 
rested in connection with the murder 
here Monday last of Miss Annie Pel- 
ley, safely out of town and some 350 
members of the Fourth regiment of 
the Illinois national guard in the 
streets and about the jail the mob 
spirit that has held Cairo for four 
days was quelled. 
No crowds were allowed to gather 
and every known danger point was oc­ 
cupied by troops. 
Bayonets held sway 
where twenty-four hours before the 
rope, the.torch and the pistol had been 
in evidence. 
Alexander, who was reported to 
have been implicated in the murder of 
Miss Pelley by the dying statem ent of 
“Froggy” James, one of the victims of 
the mob, was sent to an unannounced 
point north of here. 
He was escorted 
from the jail to a special train on 
the Illinois Central railroad by seven 
companies of militia, two of which 
were assigned to guarding the train. 
There were Jeers for the militia 
from the small crowd that witnessed 
the departure. The destination of the 
prisoner was kept secret. 
Coroner’s verdicts were rendered on 
both the men lynched, in each case 
the jury finding that “he came to his 
death by injuries at the hands of per­ 
sons unknown to us.”

Christ in America. 
M atters were brought to a head by 
the announcement of a meeting in the 
Toronto labor temple this afternoon, 
at which labor and the liquor saloon is 
to be discussed. 
The representatives of the United 
Brewery Workers and the Hotel Em­ 
ployes’ and Bartenders’ league, undei 
the leadership of Jere Sullivan of the 
latter organization and Edward Hirsch 
of Baltimore, have bben making prep­ 
arations to combat the influence of 
Rev. Stelzel. 
For some months past Sullivan has 
been printing attacks upon Rev. Stel­ 
zel in the bartenders’ official journal 
These attacks have gone so far as to 
charge that the preacher was In the 
pay of the Anti-Saloon league. It was 
these atacks to which Rev. Stelzel re 
ferred by the inference when he said 
in his address to the convention on 
Thursday: 
“I have never received one penny 
from any source other than the organi­ 
zation which I represent here.”
